W.iivc Hearings— More Disclosures 


Are Due. 


Reading, Pa., Nov. 1.- L. O. Conk­ 
ling, manager of the Philadelphia of­ 
fice of the William J. Hum* detective 
agency, and J. Ti. Sloan, who repre­ 
sented himself to City Clerk Ramsey 
as the agent of a tire engine manu­ 
facturing company, were arrested on 
the charge of conspiracy. 
Councilmen 
Cummings, 
Flemming 
and Lewis, 
charged with “graft" in 
connection with a lire engige contract, 
waived hearings. 
Detective Conkling stated that he 
had knowledge of other graft in the 
purchase of fire apparatus last sea­ 
son. 
Andrew J. Flemming, select coun­ 
cilman from the Twelfth ward, who, 
the detectives allege, accepted a bribe 
when tailed from his work at Birds- 
boro last Tuesday 
morning, is the 
prosecutor of the detectives. 
W arrants were sworn out before Al­ 
derman Kreider and they were served 
by Constable German not more than 
an hour after the detectives arrived 
in the city to attend the hearings. The 
warrant against Sloan was read to him 
at the Mansion house, and Conkling 
was called from a conference with the 
mayor at Ii is office in tile city hall, 
when the warrant was rend to him. 
Doth men were taken before Alder­ 
man Kreider and entered hail for their 
appearance at court. 
There are two charges against tho 
detectives—corrupt solicitation for a t­ 
tempt to bribe a city official and con­ 
spiracy. 
Bail in the sum of $2000 was 
required on the first charge and $500 
on the second charge. 
John J. Wlt- 
man, of the Reading Electric company, 
and Marcus B. Laches went on the 
bond. 
Flemming in his w arrants avers that 
Sloan and Conkling offered to give 
him “a certain sum of money" to ob­ 
tain and influence his vote as select 
councilman for the award by councils 
of a contract for the purchase of a 
motor tractor for the fire apparatus 
of one of the Reading companies. Th<» 
ofTer was refused, he states in Ills af­ 
fidavit. as contrary to an act of as­ 
sembly. 
A second warrant by Flemming sets 
forth that Sloan and Conklin “did un­ 
lawfully confederate, combine and con­ 
spire to offer and to give a bribe in 
the shape of money” to the deponent, 
“known by them to be a member of 
select council," for the purpose of cor­ 
rupting and bribing him to obtain and 
Influence his vote for the purchase of 
♦ he motor tractor. 
Joseph R. Dickinson, 
counsel 
for 
Ramsey Hnd Lewis, said that Ramsey 
admits receiving money, bm that he is 
not a councilman and could not vote. 
He said Ramsey understood the money 
was offered for campaign purposes anil 
was therefore legitimate. 
He denies 
that Lewis received a penny. 
William J. Rourke, counsel for Cum­ 
mings ami Flentmlng. said that the 
offer of money to Flemming "was ab­ 
solutely refused ,’’ 
“ As tit Cummings," 
he dei lared. "he was not at the hotel 
where the m o n e y Is alleged to have 
been paid b) detectives, and if Cum­ 
mings accepted any money he under 
stood it was for campaign purposes. I 
understand

Ramsey 
accepted 
about $! or, from Sloan and believed it 
was for lampaigti purposes." 
Both lawyers declare that the prose 
cation against their clients is a "po 
Htiral frame tip" for the purpose of dc. 
resting Cummings, the only one of tile 
defendants who is a candidate for rtv 
election at the polls next Tuesday.

President

here by Joseph E. Davies, commission 
cr of the bureau of corporations, in 
un address before the National Asso­ 
ciation ot Hardware Dealers. 
“ Whether a competitive system of 
large units, or a monopolistic system 
in the ne st advantageous to society 
is the question the bureau will at­ 
tempt to determine,'' *aid Davies. 
“ it is characteristic of the quality of 
mind ol tile president of the United 
States that he should desire facts on 
which to base bls judgment. There is 
now no governmental or other agency 
engaged in attempting to get scientific 
information on this fact. We shall en­ 
ter into this investigation with the sole 
intent ot working out in a scientific 
aud fair-mined spirit the facts, abso 
iutely as they are. 
"What is needed Is light, not heat. 
The problem biotics with difficulty. 
The results may not coincide with all 
we hope to procure, but we can obtain 
facts that will contribute toward cor­ 
rect interpretation of industrial condi­ 
tions as tiny exist.” 
Davies declared the solution of the 
trust problem depended upon the de 
termination of the question his bureau 
in about to investigate, whether it be 
amendment of the Sherman law, an 
industrial trade commission or aition 
looking to regulation by the individual 
states, 
if 
the monopolistic system 
should be found to be most efficient, 
’ iii ;• 
would still reman, lie i-aid, a 
ques! rn 
whether 
the 
government 
should maintain an attitude against 
monopoly by reason of 
other and 
greater additional evils it Induces. 
Defies declared that one of the chief 
concerns of the great bod' of people 
is, which form of production, competi­ 
tive o monopolistic, can produce and 
sell what the public buys most cheap­ 
ly. consistent with fair standards ot 
living for workers. 
"Within the last decade and a half,” 
&aid he. “ two hundred 
corporations 
have come Into property of more than 
$22,ooh,OOO,ooo. Two hundred artificial 
person*! own three times as 
much 
wealth as the country owned In 1850. 
The gross income of one of these art! 
ticial persons is equal to the total rev­ 
enue of the government from Internal 
i -venue anil customs. Twenty-four of 
these corporations have three and on»-- 
balf the gro3s income of the federal 
government. 
"The period of greatest development 
n this movement < (-curred In the face 
of the Sh« rinsn law and prior to llk'l, 
when it was first sought to be made ail 
a -live agency for the government. 
"Tin* unorganised many are demand­ 
ing that law shall protect their rights 
from the em roaehment of the organ­ 
ised few. 
Government or society is 
concerned wit Ii these tremendous in 
dustrial units on several different an 
gles. What effect have these gigantic 
concent i at ions had upon the question 
>f representative government and its 
perpetuity? 
What 
safeguards must 
‘ he state throw about itoelf so that the 
powers of government may not be sub­ 
verted by the greed of men and the in 
herent human selfishness?” 
Davies spoke partic ularly of the con 
rention that the government should 
regulate and control prices. 
"Our theory of government Is all 
wrong.” said he. "if our laws shall not 
decree that the few men who are trus­ 
tees for society and who should be 
fairly and abundantl! compensated for 
the services they render, should also 
be prevented from putting their feet 
in the trough if they become animated 
by the fundamental greed that lies In 
human nature.''
